This  rugged  old  building  houses  the  Stu- 
dent Center  with  its  Coffee  Shop,  pool  table,  and 
ping-pong  tables;  plus  many  classrooms,  including 
the  biology  labs.  The  clang  of  College  Hall  bell 
calls  us  to  classes  and  gives  the  hall  that  dignity 
which  makes  it  truly  the  center  of  college  activity. 


College  Hall — Guardian  of  Tradition 
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This  cool,  tranquil,  gray  granite  building  is  the 
one  spot  on  campus  which  is  conducive  to  peace 
and  prayer.  Our  student  body  assembles  here  once 
a  week  for  services,  and  many  Sunday  Vespers  and 
Honors  Day  Chapels  have  been  conducted  inside 
its  walls.

Protectors  of  many  a  fraternity  secret,  the  venerable 
frat  houses  stand  as  a  memorial  to  their  brave,  former 
occupants  who  are  sacrificing  their  college  careers  and 
even  their  lives  for  our  nation.  Vacated  by  the  fraternity 
men  in  the  spring  of  nineteen  hundred  forty-three,  they 
housed  Company  B  of  our  Army  Specialized  Training  Pro- 
gram the  following  summer  and  school  year.  Harlan  Hall 
is  now  occupied  by  our  few  campus  men;  while  Blackstone 
Hall  is  an  empty,  bleak  monument  bringing  to  mind  the 
memories  of  a  happy  college  in  peacetime.

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Though  we  reluctantly  turn  our  feet  in  the  direction  of 
Reid  Memorial  Library  to  pursue  knowledge,  every  student 
appreciates  the  remarkable  selection  of  books  and  research 
data  to  be  -found  there.

A  COTTON  TUFTED  CAMPUS 


We  remember  trudging  through  the  snow  to  Commons  with  our  faces  raised  to  the 
white  fluff  that  sifted  down.  Someone  snapped  an  icy  branch  overhead  and  we  laugh- 
ingly ducked. 

Winter,  1944.  We  danced  in  the  shadow  of  a  giant  Christmas  tree  at  the  White 
Christmas  Formal.  "I'll  Be  Home  for  Christmas"  hid  the  patter  of  soft  snow  falling 
outside.  Cotton-tufted  fir  trees  stood  beside  the  Institute  the  next  morning. 

Remember  our  hushed  voices  as  we  walked  through  the  ravine  cathedral  with  its 
vaulted  arch  twined  by  lacy  branches?  And  how  we  stopped  to  peek  at  the  thermom- 
eter, being  careful  not  to  slip  on  the  icy  path? 

Splat!  Wet  snowballs  trickled  coldly  down  our  necks.  A  volley  of  white  pellets,  a 
flurry  of  laughter — and  we  plunged  deep  into  the  virgin  drifts.  We  wore  blue  gabardine 
snowsuits,  red  mittens,  yellow  scarves,  green  hunting  caps.  And  our  eyelashes  were 
beaded  with  frozen  stars. 

We  felt  the  ghost  of  Winters  Past,  too.  Once  fraternity  songs  had  broken  the  still- 
ness of  frosty  nights.  The  tinkle  of  sleigh  bells  had  rung  out,  sharp  and  merry.  Marching 
feet  had  trampled  white  paths  to  a  cadence  of  "Hut-hup-hut-ho." 

Lois  Hall  lights  filtered  through  a  storm  of  crystal  needles.  We  all  trooped  down  to 
Harlan  Hall  to  take  pictures  of  the  snow-covered  gate.  Someone  hurled  snowballs  into 
the  open  window  of  a  sorority  suite.  Stadium  boots  lopped  over  one  another  in  the 
entrance  hall  of  Bradley  Lodge.  And  we  woke  up  in  the  mornings  to  find  our  window 
sills  covered  with  peaked,  glistening  icing.

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TERMISSION 


Eight  o'clock  and  the  beginning  of  a  busy  day  on  Lake 
Forest  campus  as  students  rush  through  the  doors  of  College 
Hall  to  dash  up  the  stairs  for  their  "eight  o'clocks."  The 
Coffee  Shop  opens,  and  the  Lake  Foresters  pour  in  for  hur- 
ried breakfasts.  Someone  starts  the  juke  box  while  the  air  fills 
with  smoke  from  precious  cigarettes.  Dashing  in  and  out, 
students  retrieve  lost  books,  look  for  friends,  shout  hellos,  and 
generally  add  to  the  confusion.  Amid  all  this,  orders  are  being 
taken  behind  the  counter,  jammed  with  people.  Those  who 
have  a  free  period  stop  to  play  a  hand  of  bridge,  the  noon 
hour  sees  the  commuters  gathered  together  for  lunch,  while 
games  of  pool  or  ping-pong  get  underway  and  Boogie  Woogie 
is  drummed  out  on  the  piano.  A  peek  into  the  STENTOR  or 
FORESTER  offices  reveals  staff  members  typing  articles  or 
planning  layouts.  Late  afternoon  and  the  excitement  lessens. 
After  dinner  the  hub-bub  is  resumed  when  the  Coffee  Shop 
reopens  and  night  classes  begin.  Finally,  the  last  students 
leave  for  their  dorms  and  College  Hall  is  peaceful  and  quiet 
until  eight  o'clock  the  next  morning,  when  the  same  routine  will 
begin  all  over  again  for  another  day  at  Lake  Forest  College. 
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WE  GIVE  YOU  OUR  BOYS 


Our  campus  first  realized  the  immensity  of  World  War  II  when, 
during  the  first  semester  of  the  year  1942-43,  a  training  unit  was 
formed  and  the  boys  spent  an  afternoon  a  week  marching,  mastering 
the  elements  of  close  order  drill,  bayonet  practice,  skirmishing,  organ- 
ization, and  just  learning  to  be  soldiers,  under  the  guidance  of  officers 
from  Fort  Sheridan.  We  could  look  out  of  the  windows  in  the  Coffee 
Shop  to  watch  this  phenomena  with  ease,  and  we  did. 

Then  on  February  27,  1943,  the  Army  Enlisted  Reserve  Corps  was 
called  up  for  training.  We  stood  in  front  of  College  Hall  and  watched 
those  thirty-five  fellows  leave  as  we  sang  the  Alma  Mater.  The  Army 
and  Navy  Air  Corps  called  their  reserves  shortly  thereafter.  War  had 
made  its  first  real  inroad  upon  Lake  Forest  College. 

One  by  one,  the  boys  were  greeted  with  a  summons  to  help  defend 
our  nation;  they,  too,  departed.  Most  of  the  fellows  went  into  the 
service  during  the  summer  of  1943,  and  when  school  opened  in  Sep- 
tember of  that  year,  we  found  an  A.S.T.P.  unit  in  their  places.  The 
army  was  about  400  strong.  They  lived  in  the  fraternity  houses,  North 
Hall,  and  in  the  old  Alice  Home  Hospital  which  was  called  Home  Hall, 
for  convenience's  sake.  Our  few  civilian  students  lived  up  in  College 
Hall. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  second  semester,  in  January  1944,  we  had 
our  first  discharged  soldier  return  to  school — a  former  Forester  who 
had  gone  with  the  E.R.C.  From  that  time  on  we  have  gained  steadily 
in  the  enrollment  of  those  who  have  served  in  the  armed  forces. 

As  far  as  we  here  have  been  concerned — we've  been  waiting  as 
has  everyone  else.  We've  written  tons  of  letters,  sent  lots  of  packages, 
waited  daily  for  the  mail  truck  and  its  important  contents,  have  set  up 
a  special  page  for  and  about  our  boys  in  service  in  the  STENTOR 
which  we  called  "Communiques";  we've  rolled  bandages,  given  blood, 
bought  bonds,  knitted  for  the  Red  Cross,  subscribed  to  the  various 
.war  fund  drives,  sponsored  dances  for  a  number  of  service  groups, 
gone  to  the  U.S.O.,  have  spent  a  major  part  of  our  time  in  and  around 
the  Student  Center  greeting,  then  reminiscing  with  the  fellows  from 
L.F.U.  who  are  in  the  service  and  who  have  stopped  in  for  a  visit  while 
on  furlough;  we've  seen  weddings  and  have  received  starred-telegrams. 

We  read  the  newspapers  in  the  Coffee  Shop  over  our  morning  cup 
of  Java,  discuss  the  war  and  its  related  problems,  and  listen  to  the 
commentaries  over  the  radio. 

We  revere  those  of  us  who  have  made  the  supreme  sacrifice  and 
never  walk  past  the  service  flag  in  the  Institute  but  what  we  pay  tribute 
to  those  for  whom  the  gold  star  stands  and  offer  a  silent  prayer  for 
the  welfare  of  all  those  who  are  designated  by  the  blue. 

We  know  what  this  war  is  about,  we're  learning  how  to  deal  with 
the  problems  it  will  and  has  already  created,  and  we're  trying  to  do 
our  bit  to  bring  a  complete  and  speedy  victory. 

We're  thoughtful,  we're  worried,  we're  grateful,  and  most  of  all — 
we  have  faith  and  hope  in  our  future.  We're  Americans!

Our  favorite  pastime  this  year  has  been  that  of 
welcoming  former  Foresters  back  to  campus  while 
they've  been  home  or  passing  through  on  leave. 
If  we  can't  have  them  here  all  the  time,  their  drop- 
ping in  now  and  then  is  the  next  best  thing. 

A  number  of  "our  boys,"  however,  have  come 
back  to  us  from  the  various  branches  of  the  service 
and  have  resumed  their  education. 

Of  the  eight  veterans  now  enrolled,  six  have 
been  Lake  Forest  College  students  before.  Howie 
Percy  was  the  first  to  return — in  January,  1944. 
He  was  followed  by  John  Reuss  and  Chuck  Perritt, 
who  arrived  in  time  for  summer  school — '44.  Pete 
Timosciek  returned  in  the  fall  of  '44;  and  January 
'45  saw  four  more  veterans  enter  school — three 
Foresters,  Bill  Dayton,  Stan  Paust  (A.S.T.P.),  and 
Harry  Wilson;  and  a  new  student,  Othello  Ellis. 


These  fellows  are  all  eligible  for  the  benefits 
offered  them  under  the  G.  I.  Bill.  It  seems  to  us  to 
be  a  very  worthwhile  program — particularly  since 
it  assures  the  return  to  school  of  many  of  our 
favorite  Foresters  after  the  war  is  over.  That's 
the  one  thing  we're  looking  forward  to  most — 
having  the  fellows  back  on  campus  again — to  stay. 
We  have  a  marvelous  start  with  the  veterans  who 
are  here  now  and  are  anticipating  an  increase  in 
their  number  as  each  new  semester  opens. 

"Come  back  to  stay"  is  a  phrase  that  means 
much  to  each  and  everyone  of  us  here  at  school  as 
well  as  in  homes  all  over  the  land.  The  old  Lake 
Forest  is  beginning  to  reappear  with  the  return  of 
the  veterans — and  for  that  we  are  most  happy. 
In  the  picture  above  are:  Dayton,  Timosciek, 
Perritt,  Reuss,  Paust,  Percy. 
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At  the  Student  Center  we  see  our  faculty  away 
from  the  classroom  atmosphere  and  learn  to  know 
them  as  individuals  as  well  as  teachers  who  give  long 
assignments  and  "stiff"  tests.  Over  a  cup  of  coffee 
or  during  a  hand  of  bridge,  we  talk  to  our  professors 
freely  and  learn  a  little  about  their  lives  and  interests.

In  years  past,  Lake  Forest  College  was  rated  one  of  the  top  schools  in  the  conference;  and  until  the 
war  it  was  noted  for  its  exceptional  varsity  teams,  which  proved  to  be  real  competition  for  schools  twice 
its  size.  But  this  year,  Lake  Forest,  as  well  as  every  other  school  in  the  country  except  those  which  have 
had  government  training  units  to  supplement  the  male  enrollment,  suffered  heavily  as  far  as  athletic 
material  was  concerned. 


As  August  rolled  around,  there  were  bright  prospects  for  a  Varsity  football  team;  but  when  the 
male  enrollment  read  only  forty  men  and  only  a  few  had  gridiron  experience,  the  hope  quickly  died  out. 
But  in  spite  of  this,  there  was  still  prevalent  that  old  Lake  Forest  spirit  which  was  carried  on  in  intramural 
touch  tackle  games.  The  highlight  of  the  season  was  a  game  played  between  the  upperclassmen  and  the 
freshmen,  which  the  latter  won  20-6.  Also  there  was  a  very  interesting  game  played  between  the  Digam 
and  Kappa  Sig  houses,  which  resulted  in  a  very  decisive  victory  for  the  Digams. 

With  so  few  men  on  campus,  there  was  an  exceptional  amount  of  basketball  talent.  There  were 
approximately  fifteen  men  who  had  had  previous  experience  in  high  school  or  college.  The  squad  had 
been  playing  together  about  two  weeks  when  two  of  the  outstanding  men  were  drafted,  which  proved  to 
be  very  damaging.  However,  the  men  left  carried  on,  and  played  two  games  with  the  Young  Men's  Club 
of  Lake  Forest.  The  first  contest  was  very  close,  but  the  Jaybirds  were  nosed  out  by  two  points  in  the  final 
seconds  of  play.  The  second  game,  however, 
was  a  rout  for  the  Young  Men's  Club.  If  there 
had  been  three  or  four  more  men  with  expe- 
rience and  ability,  it  was  the  opinion  of  every- 
one that  there  would  have  been  a  varsity 
squad,  which  would  have  given  any  team  in 
the  conference  a  great  deal  of  competition. 
By  spring  the  male  population  had  been  cut 
in  half,  and  the  possibility  of  a  baseball  or 
tennis  team  was  out  of  the  question.  At  this 
point  the  hopes  of  everyone  have  turned  to 
next  year,  with  the  hope  that  varsity  competi- 
tion will  again  return  to  Lake  Forest,  only  this 
time  to  stay. 

In  the  absence  of  his  usual  position  as  head 
coach,  Ralph  J.  Jones  has  put  particular  empha- 
sis on  a  stepped  up  physical  fitness  program.
